Picked Up 75 After Week 

The Leif picked up 
crewmen from the Davisian July 20 
after they had sailed, drifted and 
rowed 640 miles in a week in a leaky 
lifeboat. 

These BritiSh sailors said the ship 
carried 300 men and had a speed of 
nineteen knots, which makes her far 
faster than the British freighters cag. 
rying food from the West Indies and 
South America to England. 

They said the raider had the name 
Narvik painted on her prow when 
they met her July 10, 240 miles north- 
east of the Virgin Islands in the vi- 
cinity of the neutrality zone drawn 
up by the twenty-one American 
nations. .

Ministry communique today said: 


| Yesterday, Monday, our bomb- 
’ ers made daylight raids over a 
| widespread area in Germany and 
_ the Low Countries. A large supply 
ship was damaged near Flushing. 
Barges and other vessels were hit 
at Emden and Hamburg and off 
the Island of Terschelling. 

An island refinery in the Ruhr 
was bombed and attacks were 
made on several airdromes in Ger- 
many and Holland. 

One of our bombers was lost. 

During last night, although con- 
ditions of visibility were poor; a 
large number of our bombers 
penetrated into enemy territory. 

Twenty-four of ‘wr aircraft, 
however, were unable to locate 
the targets assignee to them and 
returned without dropping their 
bombs. ‘The remainder attacked 
targets in northwest Germany, 
the Ruhr and the Low’ Countries, 
including oil refineries, shipping, 
docks, airdromes and road and 
rail communications. No losses

The convention contains definite | 
provisions for the administration | 
of any region which it may be 
found necessary for the American | 
republics to administer. It has the 
two-fold purpose of protecting the 
peace and safety of the American | 
republics and of safe-guarding and | 
advancing the interests and wel- 
fare of the inhabitants of the 
region. 

The administration, which will be 
under an ‘‘Inter-American Commis- 
sion of Territorial Administration,” 
is to be provisional jn character | 
and is to continue only until such | 
time as the region is in a position 
to govern itself or is restored to 
its former status—whenever the 
latter is compatible with the se- 
curity of the American republics— 
whichever of these alternatives 
shall be found to be the more prac-
